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REPORT  OF  HILL  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hill: 

It  is  that  time  of  year  again  when  we  have  the  opportunity  to  reflect 
on  the  school  year  and  report  to  the  citizens  on  the  many  happenings. 
Each  year  seems  to  bring  new  issues  to  be  addressed.     The  report  will 
also  review  the  proposed  budget  for  the  1987-88  school  year  and, 
hopefully,  provide  sufficient  information  to  convince  you  to  attend 
the  annual  school  district  meeting,  Wednesday,  March  4,  1987. 

Maurice  P.  Wheeler  Ballpark  Project 

Part  one  of  the  project  was  completed  last  fall.    A  baseball/soft- 
ball  diamond  and  land-clearing  activities  have  produced  a  new  and 
positive  look  to  the  park.     The  ballfield  provides  the  community  with 
the  proper  setting  for  enjoying  baseball  and  softball.    The  outfield 
is  no  longer  a  hazardous  area. 

The  cost  of  phase  one  was  $10,000.     A  grant  submitted  by  the  School 
Board  to  the  State  and  Federal  agencies  generated  $5,000.     The  Ferrin 
Fund  also  generated  $5,000.     Therefore,  no  direct  cost  was  assessed 
to  the  taxpayer. 

Phase  two,  which  the  Board  has  included  in  the  1987-88  budget,  calls 
for  the  removal  of  stumps,  grading,  and  seeding  the  area  adjacent  to 
the  ball  diamond.     A  new  ramped  entrance  from  the  school  building 
will  also  be  developed.     The  cost  for  phase  two  is  $10,000.  ($5,000 
from  grant  and  $5,000  from  town  sources.)     Your  Board  had  originally 
asked  for  $20,000  this  year  in  order  to  complete  the  asphalt  play 
area,  basketball  court,  and  purchase  new  playground  equipment. 
However,  the  Budget  Committee  convinced  the  Board  to  cut  the  project 
by  half  and  extend  the  overall  project  over  three  years.     The  only 
unknown  to  be  considered  is  whether  State  funds  would  be  available 
beyond  this  year.    The  Board  must  submit  a  new  application  and  hope 
for  the  best. 

Special  Education 

Costs  for  programming  students  with  handicapping  conditions  continues 
to  run  high.     Our  district  has  budgeted  approximately  $40,000  for 
special  education  services  and  programs  for  the  1987-88  school  year. 
Reimbursements  from  the  State  are  estimated  at  $1,900.00.     State  and 
federal  laws  require  all  schools  to  provide  educational  programs  for 
students  from  ages  three  to  twenty-one  who  have  been  diagnosed  as 
having  an  education  handicap. 

New  Addition 

The  new  classroom  and  building  improvements  have  accomplished  a  great 
deal  towards  maintaining  a  good  teaching  environment.     Space  is  now 
available  for  students  to  display  their  work  and  to  do  independent 
projects.     The  play  area  adjacent  to  the  building  serves  to  provide 
space  for  activities  for  early  bus  arrivals  and  for  brief  recesses 
during  the  day.    We  will  be  using  the  ballpark  as  soon  as  it  is 
ready.  q 


Lunch  Program 

In  December,  the  Board  instituted  a  breakfast  program  to  provide  an 
additional  nutritional  meal  for  young  people.     Since  we  haye  students 
boarding  the  school  bus  as  early  as  6:40  a.m. ,  a  hot  breakfast  at 
7-30  a  m  is  welcomed.     The  Board  and  teachers  felt  that  a  school 
sponsored  breakfast  would  benefit  students  and  increase  their  ability 
to  attend  to  learning  tasks. 

The  cost  of  the  program  is  based  on  the  number  of  students  partici- 
pating in  the  meal.     To  date,  we  have  been  feeding  an  average  of 
twenty-five  students  each  morning.     This  has  resulted  ma  yearly 
cost  to  the  district  of  approximately  $700.00.     Continuation  of  the 
program  is  under  review  by  the  Board. 

Junior-Senior  High  Students 

Approximately  sixty  of  our  students  successfully  attend  Franklin 
Junior-Senior  High  School  each  year.     The  preparation  given  them  in 
the  elementary  grades  has  allowed  nearly  50%  of  them  to  obtain  honor 
roll  status.     Hill  has  also  been  well  represented  on  the  Franklin 
athletic  teams,  especially  in  football,  basketball  and. field  hockey . 
Our  students  have  represented  themselves  and  the  community  with 
distinction. 

Parent-School  Communications 

The  Board  wants  to  encourage  all  parents  to  stay  involved  with  their 
students  throughout  the  twelve  grades.     Attending  parent  conferences 
school  musicals  and  plays,  and  various  other  activities  helps  to  keep 
the  school  and  home  communicating  effectively. 

Achievement  Test  Results 

Our  fourth  grade  students  scored  at  the  58th  percentile  in  Reading, 
63rd  percentile  in  Language,  58th  percentile  in  Mathematics,  and  at 
the  69th  percentile  in" Spelling.     Overall,  our  students  scored  above 
the  national  average  in  all  categories  and  did  equally  as  well  when 
compared  in  the  State. 

Proposed  1987-88  Budget 

The  Board  and  Administration  have  spent  many  hours  working  on  the 
budget.  Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  maintain  a  cost  effective 
school . 

Former  Secretary  of  Education  Howe  was  quoted  as  saying  "a  good 
education  costs  money  but  a  poor  education  costs  more        This  seems 
to  be  more  true  today  than  at  any  other  time  in  our  history  The 
meteoric  rise  of  high  technology  and  the  steady  decline  in  the  demand 
Tor  unskilled  Lbo/clearly  points  to  the  need  for  a  good  Ration. 
Schools  must  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  society.    We  must  keep  our 
young  people  in  the  mainstream  of  education  by  providing  them  with  a 
good  education.     We  should  not  settle  for  using  twenty  year  old  world 
maps  and  an  eight  year  old  reading  series.     Accurate  and  more 
challenging  educational  materials  must  be  available  to  our  students. 


The  budget  of  $491,183  has  already  been  reduced  $22,320  from  the 
original  budget  submitted  to  the  Town  Budget  Committee  early  in 
January.     The  Board  was  directed  to  reduce  the  budget  because  of  the 
tax  impact.     The  primary  motives  of  the  original  budget,  i.e    to  main- 
^1^quSlit^  StSff^Up?rade  the  ^cility,  and  to  continue  development 
01   the  Maurice  P.  Wheeler  Ballpark  have  been  placed  in  jeopardy  due 
to  the  cuts.     Only  a  portion  of  each  area  may  see  improvements.  Not 
paying  competitive  salaries  to  our  staff  is  indeed  unfortunate. 

Some  of  the  reasons  for  the  increases  have  to  do  with  higher  tuition 
costs  for  junior-senior  high  school  students,  special  education 
transportation,  and  the  ballpark  project.     In  addition,  $22,76s'was 
returned  to  the  town  last  year  to  reduce  taxes.     However,  we  cannot 
predict  at  this  time  if  a  balance  in  1986-87  will  occur,  thus 
revenues  are  down  and  the  assessment  is  up. 

In  conclusion,  we  want  to  thank  you  for  your  support  and  hope  it  will 
continue.     We  also  want  to  urge  you  to  attend  the  school  district 
meeting  on  Wednesday,  March  4,  1987,  at  7:00  p.m.,  and  express  your 
opinion.  -

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


The  1986-87  school  year  opened  with  eighty  youngsters  enrolled  on 
September  2nd.     The  opening  was  smooth  with  no  construction  in 
progress  as  in  the  previous  year.     The  lawn  has  been  seeded, 
bushes  and  trees  planted  and  the  playground  equipment 
reinstalled.     Many  thanks  to  all  who  helped  to  make  this 
possible.     Everyone  is  now  anxiously  awaiting  the  completion  of 
the  Maurice  Wheeler  Ballpark  so  that  softball,   soccer,  and  other 
activities  requiring  a  large  field  can  be  played  once  again. 

The  new  Harcourt  Brace  Science  Series  arrived  on  time  and  is 
being  used  by  all  grades,  first  through  sixth.     It  provides  a 
spiralling  continuum  with  a  broad  overview  of  both  the  physical 
and  natural  sciences.     When  students  reach  junior  high  and  high 
school,  they  wili  have  a  basic  knowledge  of  these  sciences  as 
they  begin  to  specialize  in  courses  such  as  biology  and 
chemistry.     Next  year's  curriculum  target  area  is  the  reading 
program,"  with  revisions  being  explored  at  the  present  time. 

Extra  curricular  activities  continue  to  be  an  important  part  of 
the  school  program  and  have  expanded  this  year  with  the  addition 
of  the  drama  club.     Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Lewis,  they 
presented  the  play  "In  Which  Tigger  Comes*  To  The  Forest  And  Has 
Breakfast"     which    was  very  well  received.     Other  plays  are 
presently  in  the  planning  stages.     Mrs.  Civiello  has  also  added 
an  aerobics  program  for  all  students,  which    meets  in  the  gym 
during  lunch  recess.     The  intramural  basketball  is  well  underway 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Kane.     Over  20  students 
in  grades  4, 5, and  6  are  participating.     The  Gunstock  Nordic ^ 
Outreach  Program  once  again  will  conduct  a  cross  country  ski 
program  for  all  students  on  four  consecutive  Thursdays.  A 
majority  of  the  funds  for  this  program  were  a  result  of  the 
fundraising  events  held  by  the  students.     Spring  sports  are 
planned  with  the  younger  students  in  mind. 

Thanks  to  all  of  the  residents  of  Hill  and  those  associated  with 
SAU  #18  for  providing  the  children  in  Hill  a  sound  educational 
environment  in  which" to  learn.     All  of  us  here  at  the  Jennie  D.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Hill  School 
District  and  the  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  School  District  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,   1986,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and    accordingly,   included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and 
such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.

and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year.     Also,   in  our  opinion,   the  account  group  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the 
account  groups  of  the  Hill  School  District,  at  June  30,  1986. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  account  group 
financial  statements.
